Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The combination as claimed wherein upon the first accumulated feedback pulse 
after the minimum feedback pulse sampling period, ending the current sampling period 
and beginning the next sampling period; and providing an event counting device and 
using it to determine the quantity of feedback pulses accumulated during the current 
sampling period (claim 1) is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art 
of record. 

Middleditch (USP 3,699,317) discloses a method of measuring discrete, 
incremental feedback from motion systems that create feedback pulses (Col. 7, lines 61- 
68, Col. 8, lines 20-53), the method comprising: providing for a variable feedback pulse 
sampling period (e.g. Col. 30, lines 7-10); and accumulating feedback pulses during 
each sampling period (e.g. Col. 29, lines 35-40). 

However, Middleditch does not disclose upon the first accumulated feedback 
pulse after the minimum feedback pulse sampling period, ending the current sampling 
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period and beginning the next sampling period; and providing an event counting device 
and using it to determine the quantity of feedback pulses accumulated during the 
current sampling period.
